VS2 V goods/ but alſo manic 5Ncn havehad their lives preſerved/which is ſo manifeſt andwell knowne 
unto everic man/ that it were altogether necdele}c and in vaine toilluſtrateit by examples. 

Jt is alſo will knowne to cverie Scafaring man/ how much ſome Havens and Chanels in the Seas/arc and 
have beene in proceſſe of time cleanc altered and changed/ ſpecially in theſe Countreys of Hollands Zealand gud 
gFreeſland/ which alſo fo the moſt part are ſo niuch altered/ ſince they were deſcribed by the ſaid Authors/ that 
ſome of them have now no likeneſſe no2 ſimilitude thercof/ſome are allmoſt ſpoyled/ and ſome wholly aboliſhed/and 
clcane ſiopt up: for the North Chancl/which by Waghenacr and Albert Hayen was deſcribed to be the beſt Chas 
nel of the Vlic/ at rhis preſent rearhcth out cleane contrarie/ and therewithallit is ſo much altercd/ that it can not 
be uſed but by ſmall ſhips. The Notth Elve- which by them ts deſcribed to be adeepe and faire Chancl/ is alſo 
clcane ſpoyled/ but in ſteede thereof the South Elve is broken out againe with a faire deepe chanel. And the place 
where yct within theſe fewe yeeres theſteeple 9f Huyſden did ſtand/lycth now ſo farre into the Sea- that Ships 
full laden runne over it/ both entring into/and comming out of rhe Texel; whereby ſuch deſcriptions at this time 
are not oncly unfit/ but veric hurtfull/ if 6 man ſhould rule himſelf bythem. 

This wee ta J (according to my abilitie/ for the good and benefit of Seafaring men) have taken the Books 
of the aforeſaid Authors in hand/ to clenſe/ correct aud amende them of all their faults (beſides that which J have 
neively gotten and collected to adde unto them) as much as poſſible J can: wherein J have neither ſpared trouble/ 
labour not chargcs/ that by the aide and furtherance of tt;anie expert and ſkilfull Sailers/ Pilots and $SNaſters 
(of whoſc ſkil and knowledge J was well aſſured) I might deſcribe and declare the ſame/in ſuch manner as the ptc= 
ſent workc/ and the neceſſitie and wotthines thereof requireth. Lucas Johnſon Wagenacr himſelf (not long bes 
fore he dycd) hath alſo by wiitingſhcwed manic notable faults/ which in his Book were neceſſarily to be corrected 
and amended. 21s touching the Cardes/ J have (ſpecially much bettered them) with the reaching of their Com» 
paſſes verie neeeſſarie to be uſed/ andalſo enlarged them/ and according to the examples of the beſt Cardes ſo cot: 
rected them/ that thercin you not only ſce/ how you may ſaile into) and come out of all Havens and Chaucls/ but 
alſo how farre they reach and arc in widencſſc and length diſtant from eachother: which never heerctofore (be it 
ſpoken without boaſting) was ſo perfectly and ſo beneficially done fot the good of Scafaring men. I have alſo 
placed all the placcsof the Weſt Seas under their right heigths: but touching the Eaſt Seas/ J could nor bring 
that to paſſe before this time/ beeguſe we wanted the true collection thereof/ for that the ſame which Lucas Wage, 
& nacr. 
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nacr iwiiteth thereof/ is falſe/ and he contradicteth himſelf which may partly be perceived by that which enſueth. 
He witcth/ that the Sond lycth under 56 degtees and 12 minutes/ and Schagen under 57 degeees and 48 mis 
nutes/ whereby it ſhould followe/ (fo? that the ſaid tivo places lye diſtant ſoutheaſt aud notthweſt) that they ſhould 
bc diſtant one fromtheother 33 02 34 Outch myles: whereas notwithſtanding he himſelf wiitcth/ that they are but 
25 mylcs diſtant fromeach other: but that both theſe poſitions are falſe/J prove it thus.

_ ſelves invaine/J haveo:nitt ed and wholly left out; as/ what the Eccentricitics/Ylugeas and Apogeas/-the Longis 

tudc/ Latitude/and the Paralares of the Planets are: all which things (as alſo manie other Aſtronomicall high 

Speculations) have no uſc in Scafaring/ not ca by gaie meaueS further a Seafaringman, 
 Fhavclikewiſc omitted and forbotne to wute anic thing of the Lengths/ which men commonly call/ the Eaſt and 
W\ſt/ whereofſorne men boaſt and vaunt themſclyes/ to have found great matters/ and that a man may finde the 
waic from Eaſito Weſt ſo perfectly/ as from South ro Notth: but all that which hitherto touching, that matter 
is come to light/is not oncly unptofitable/ but alſo cif aman ſhoutd truſt thereunto) both hurtfull and deccitfull: 
whercof in the fourth part of this Book J thinkc to w1!te niove at large/ as alſo/ what good and benefit a Pilot 
may have by the Direction of the Needle/ ot altering of rhe C0xpas/ whereupon theſe newe found Lengths are 
built/ alhough without gtound o2 truc foundation.

tb ence 1t is found {ſo to be. This Globe, the 
>: 9 Sy Everlaſting and Almightie God hath firmely 
LOWE A placed in the middle of the world, as a center 
or midd!e point thercot, & hath ſo placed the Heavens as a hol- 
lowe Globe, with ſo unmeaſurable wydenes round about 
the ſame, that the diſtance thereof is equally ſet, and leparated 
from the earth in all places alike, like unto the compas of 2 
circle which is equally drawne and ſeparated from the middle 
point thereof: and hath ſo ordayned, that every 24 howres it is 
caried about the world : by the which dayly motion, it draw- 
eth with it all the heavenly lights, as the Sonne, Moone, and 
all the ſtarres, the which alſo by that mcanes everie 24 howres 
arc carried round about the whole World, as it is dayly ſeen. 
This moveing or ſtirring of the heavens is performed upon two 
ſure faſt pointes, that ſtand direQly each againſt other, in ſuch 
manner,as if a bale \ hould be turned round upon two pinnes,as 
upon an axeltree. So ſuppoſe that you ſee a ſtraight line ſtretch- 
ing out from one of the atorcſayd pointes of the heavens to the 
other,liketo an axeltree,the ſame is it that paſſeth right through: 
the center, (that is through the middle of the carth) this line is 
called the Axeltree of the world, and the two pointes aforclayd 
the Polcs or Axeltree pointes of the World, the one named the 
North, the other the South Pole : Now that this may be the 
better underſtood, I wil declare it by this figure,

He whole circle of the Heavens is devydcd into 365 dc- 
| erces or ſtenpes, whereby, by the forclayd Chapter wee 
may perccave, that the two Poles are diſtant one from 
the other 180 degrees, that is halt the circle of the Heavens. 
Righr in the middle between both the Poles we ſuppoſe a cir- 
cle to be placed, which we call the EquinoQaall Line, or the E- 
quator, and 1s ſo called for that whenſoever the Sonne cometh 
to this circle, tac day and night is of one length throughout all 
the World, This circle is in all places equally diſtant from both 
the Polcs of the World,to wit go degrees, & devideth the Hea- 
vens in two equal partes, whereof the one reacheth northward, 
and is called the North-part, the othgr ſauthward, and js called 
the South-part, as it is plainly ſeen in the forcſaid Globe or Fi- 
yure, where you ſee the circle E C the Equinoctiall Line,ſtan- 
ding juſt of one length from the Poles B D, deviding the Hea- 
vens into two equall partes, as the North-partEB C, and the 
vouth-part E D C.

Hree and twentie degrees 31 : minutes northward from 

the EquinoQuall Line therc is a circle ſuppoſed to be, 
which 1s called Troprcizs Cancri, or the courſe of the 
Sonne in Cancer : for that when the Sonne cometh by courſe 
unto that circle, he begtancth to turne again towards the Equi- 
- noQtiall. And likewiſe 23 degrees 31 : minutes ſouthward from 
the Equin @iall Line, there is another circle ſuppoſed to be, 
which is called Troprcrs Capricornt , or the courſe of the Sonne 
in Capricornus , for that when the Sonne in wintcr tyme com- 
eth to this circle, he beginneth again to turne unto the Equino- 
Qtiall. Theſe two circles goe round about the Heavens, and are 
equally diſtant from the EquinoCtiall,.But how & in what man- 
ncr toucheth the Sonne in his courſe ( ance in Sommer & ano- 
ther tyme in Winter) thoſc two circles? It happeneth thus: we 
ſuppoſe a great circle to be in the Heavens wherein the Sonne 
holdeth his courſc, which Iycth thwart-wiſe over the Equinos 
tall, that is,the one half northward, the other half ſouthward, 
1n ſuch manner, that in the place where he gocth moſt north-

ward from the EquinoQuall Line,there he entreth into Tropicus 
Cancyi, and where he gocth moſt ſouthward from the Equino- 
Qtiall Line, there heentreth into Tropicus Capricorni. The two 
pointes or places where he goeth or cutteth over the Equino- 
Qiall,ſtand right over againſt each other, ſo that both the Equi- 
noQtiall and theſe two circles are devided into two equall parts, 
which pointes are called the one, the Equinoitall in Lent, and 
the other the EquinoQtall in Harveſt, which by the Figure c11« 
ſeweing more playnely appearcth,

He declination of the S6ne is nothing cls,thcn his depar 
| ting from the EquinoGtiall: or to ſpeak more plainly,the 
diſtance or widcnes that is betwecn rhe Sonne and the 
EquinoQiiall Line. When the Sone through the afo1ſayd courſe 
commeth to the EquincQial Line, then he hath no declination, 
which happeneth twiſe every yeere, that is tkc 20 of March and 
the 23 of September ſti/o novo, but as ſoneas he is on the one or 
the other ſide of the EquinoRtiall, then he hath declination,and 
that juſt as much as he is gone from the XquinoEtial. And this 
Declination is twofold, Northward and Southward: for when 
the Sonhe is on the northpart of the Line, then his declination

the Learned Aſtronomer Tycho Brahe, And therefore for

the good of all Seafaring mgn;not withont much labour & dil- 
ligenceT have coll-&ed a new book of degrezs for foure yeres 
our of the aforeſayd Ty:ho Brahe breſt correed notes, juſt for 
the Meridian(thar is)after the longitude of the Low-countrics, 
which Tables of declinations may ſcrv@without any weightic 
altcrati6(or that can be any hinderance unto Scafaring men)for 
the ſpace of 20 yeres. Now to know how much theS6ne in eve- 
ric day of the yeare declineth from the Equino@& all, firſt ſce in 
what yeare and mor-eth you are, and what day of the moneth it 
is, the ſame day {cek in the firſt columne, and there againſt it in 
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the ſecond columne you shall finde how many degrees and mi- 
nutez the Sonne is gone or declined from the Equator: but to 
know whether 1t be northward or fouthward , you muſt under- 
ſtand, that fro the 10 of March to the 13 of September it goeth 
on the northſide from the Line, and from the 13 of September 
again to the 10 of March ſouthward fr6 the Line. But to know

X He Declination of the Starres is almoſt like unto that of 
| the Sonne, and is twofold, that is Northward & South- 
ward:thoſe that ſtand Northward from the EquinoC all 
decline notthward , and thoſe that ſtand Southward from the 
EquinoRtiall decline ſouthward. Burt this is the difference be- 
tween the declination of the Sonne and of the ſtartes, the decli- 
nation of the Sonne altereth, and is increaſed or shortned everie 
day, and the one half yeere declineth northward, and the other 
half yeere ſouthward: but the declination of the fixed ſtarres is 
otherwiſe, for ſome of them that decline northward or ſ:-u:h- 
ward,are alwayes on the north or ſouth fide of the Line:& ſume 
of them that decline northward , may decline ſouthward, and 
ſome that decline ſouthward may alſo decline northward : but 
that is veric long and ina great ſpace of tyme, though ſome of 
them do it with more ſpced , and in shorter tyme then the reſt; 
according to their ſituations in the Heavens, Some of them jn- 
creaſe or decreaſe a minute everie three yecres, ſo that everic ten 
or twelve yecres they need correction , and ſome cannot alter a 
minute of their declination iti 4o or 50 yeeres,as may be proved 
by o0d reaſon drawne from the naturall courſe and moving of 
the fixed ſtarres. The brighteſt , and cheifeſt ; and moſt ficte to 
be uſed at Sea, we have hereafter placed, with their tight decli- 
nation accordig to the yeerc 1608, as they by the aforeſayd Ty- 
cho Brahe are found and obſcrved to be ſituated. How great 
comoditie & profit it is for a Sex-faring man to have the know- 
ledge of the fixed Starres and their ordinarie courſe, ſpecially in 
ſtrange and long voyages, is well knowne unto all expert and 
Skilfull Pilots. And for that in theſe dayes there are yet manie 
Sexfaring men, that have no knowledge of the fixed Starres,we 
will hereafter together with their declination, showe alſo an ea- 
fie and convenicnt way, readily to learne to knowe them, and at 
all rymes perfc&ly ro khowe when cach of them enter into the 
ſouth or areat the higheſt,and are fitte to be uſed. In the fourth 
chapter it is $hewed, that the axed Starres, goe oncea yeere a- 
bout the Heavens more then the Sonne; fo that everie day they 
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come abuut 4 min. further ſouthward, which is everie wecke.a- 
bout half an huwre, and everic moneth two howres,vwhich that

letters of the table out, as where you ſhould 
for the firſt degree take an hundred-ſcycntic- 
and-cight partes,take but 17 partes,lcaving the 
faſt figure out: but if your Croſſes be ſo ſmale 
that you can devide the half of them into no 
ſmaller then an hundred partes, then leave 01t 
the two laſt figures in the table. But you muſt 
underſtand that the more partes that you de- 
vide the Croſſes into, your markes will fall out 
ſo much the better and perfecter.

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CHAPF X11 


Of the cutting of the Croffe-ſtaffe and how a mare 
may help and prewerct all the arf; (ts 
of the ſtaffe. 


Here being a Croſſe-ſtafte well and exquiſitely framed, 

according to tlie doctrine of the tmer chapter: it fallerh 

out that Ccert2ync [ON Fant pcerions cutt off a peece from 
the cye-end of the Staffe, about adegree, or a degree & an halt, 
or two degrees Jong, and can give no other rcafon of that thur 
doing but that it mutt be ſv, and that they have expcricnce that 
it ought foto be. But queltionleſle iccing they prove by their 
expcrience that they do not hnde their mcaſuring with uncutt 
Staves perfect and right as it ſhould be, the fault thereof 1s nor 
in the Croſſe-ſtaves uncutt, but in themſelves, for that they 
knowe not how to uſe the Staffe aright, nor underſtand not'rhe 
tic ground thereof. Others that will ſeeme wiſcr then the for- 
mer, give a reaſon thereof: to wit, that the Staffe muſt be cutte, 
becauſe of the hollownes of rhe cyc, for that otherwiſe the Staff 
cannot come to ſtand fo that the end thereof be conjoyned to 
the middle point or center of the cyc or ſight : this rcaſon hath 
ſome ſhowe of truth, but notwithſtanding is alike untrue & cr- 
rcneus: for the Staffe may veric well be ſett, either on the jnner- 
moſt or outtermoſt corner of the eyc,{o that the ſight of the cye 
may fall to anſwer juſt to the end of the Staffe; that this is truth 
we will prove with good rcaſon as tolloweth. 


Sette the great Crofle with the middlemoſt upon like de- 
£rces; to witte each upon ſuch as for that purpoſe are marked 
upon the Stafte: then applic the Staife ( the Croſſes fo firmely 
remayning) unto your cye in ſuch manner, ( whether it be on 
the innermoſt or uttermoſt corner it is all one) as that you di- 
Icerne the endes 08 the Crofles Hoth above & bencath juſt over 
each otacr, in forme as this figure ſpecificth. If then you drawe 
ſtrai2ht lincs by the endes of ghe Croſſes A B and D C they 
ſhall meere juſt in the middle point of your ſight. - And inaſ- 
muci as the Crofles arc placegl upon like degrecs, the lincs afore- 
ſaid ſhall mect juſt upon the end of the Staffe, ſecing that that 
cng of the Staffe repreſenteth the center of the quadrant where- 
by your ſtaftc is marked, 


At Titroduction for the mderflanding 


So then the forcſaid lines or endes of the Crofles anſiver both 
juſt upon the ende of the Staffe, and alſo upon the ſight: {o that 
it followcth neccſlarily and appearcth evidently, that the ende 
of the Staffe & the ſight mect in onc: or to ſpeak properly, both 
of them ſtand juſt in the centcr of the quadrant. 

Therefore whenſoever with the Crofle-ſtaffe you wil take the 
height of the Sonne or of any Starre, then obſerve diligently: 
how many degrees it is elevated above the Horizon : and pJace 
the rwo Croſſes upon ſo many degrees: then applie the Staffe to 
yourcyc in ſuch manner as that you may ſee the endes of the 
Croſles juſt over each other, according as is taught before: in 
ſuch forme then as you finde the Staffe to ſtand ro your eye, 
ſhall you place the Staffe (taking away one of the Croſſes )when 
you defire to meaſure according to ſuch height: this is aſure 
rule which will never failc, neither can you poſhibly miſle if you 
follow it,

15 37 degrecs: 


The point of Zezaret in England Iyeth northward from the 


Line 50 degrees , therefore the north breadth of Lezayet is 50 
degrces. 


The Cap de bona Eſperancelyeth ſouthward from the Line 34 
degrees,therefore the ſoutherly breadth of Cap de bona Eſperance 


15 34: .degrees. In like manner you muſt underſtand and reckon 
other Landes, Countryes and Townes. 


CHAP. XVL 
Of the beizht of Landes and Conntries, 


and what tit ts. 


He height and breadth of Landes & Countrics although 

that in them ſclves they are divers thinges, yet they are 

alwaics one like unto the other : Any Countric being 1i- 
tuated under the breadth of 3o degrees, lycth alſo in the heigth 
zo degrees, which by Sca-faring men 1s eaken without differ ence, 
bur what iris, or what it hath in itorſignificth fewe men un- 
d:ritand, and yet it bchoveth a Sea-faring man, that ſecketh for 
the height of any Countries , to be expert therein, tor that no 
man withour it can well underſtand how any Inſtrument (whe- 
ther it be Aſtralabium, or Crofle-ſtaffe , ny nor the Sea-com- 
paſſe it ſelf) ſhould wel be uſed: for that theſe things areal built 
upon one foundation, & like a chaine hang one upon the other, 


of the Celeſtiall Sphere. 


Bur it may be that ſome man will obje& and ſay , that there are 
many Pilots which do not well underitand ſuch things, and yer 
are able to goe directly unto divers places, whither they deſire to 
ſaylc: which I contetle to be truce: but el] me, how many times 
are they deceived? how manic times are they in great doubt and 
fear? arid how {eidome dare Cy cruſt unto the height which 
they have taken or reckoned, whe they arc to {ek our any coun- 
tie there by how ofren tymes hatin it heretofore h appened,that 
for want of ſuch knowled: 2C, thips have ſayled out of their way 
either bchinde England or upon France, which thought to paſſe 
through the clia incl between En gland and France; ind that in ſo 
ſhort an: d well knowne, an! 1common ayled water, 2s to come 
out of  Spainc or France? what w »uid ſuch men doe, it they 
ſhould paffe the Line, and were to fecke or fiade our certaine 1- 
lands? or tiat after they had {ayled up and downe the Seacs cer- 
tainc monetns tw2c ther, ſhould then ſeck out for Lande? but T 
am of this opinion which I knowe everic man will grant, that it 
is much better and more aſſured to g0ca way being ended by 
Iis owne e1 '<-f1ght, then like a blinde man to be led by an»ther, 
and know<.th not wherher that other ſceth well or not: but © 
come againe to our matter, tuuchins the height of Conntrics, 
it is no other but the height of the Poles above the Horizon, 
that 15 to ſay, {9 many decrees a5 the Poleinany Land is lifed 
up: above the Horizs, ſo much is the he: oht of {uch 2 Countries 
and this height agrecth alw wes with the breadth as aforeſaid. In 
the 10 chapter it is ſheived, that whereſvever a man gocth or 
turneth, alwaics the one half of the Heavens theweth it ſelf a- 
bove the Horizon and the other halt 15 hidden from us : in the 
firſt Chapter it is ſaid that the two Poles ſtand right one againſt 
the other, whereby it is evidently to be underſtood, that w hen- 
ſoevera man being upon the carth i right under che Equinocti- 
all Line,thar then both the Poles of the World, lyc right in the 
Horizon,onc in the ſouth and the other in the north: & as much 
as 2 man travaileth northward from the Equinoctiall Line, and 
winncth breadth northerly, {0 much the north Pole ri{eth above. 
the Horizon: and the fouth Pole contraric wiſe gocti {0 much 
under: & on the contraric,a2s many deorces as a.man gocth from 
tic Equinoctuall Line ſouthward, and winnerh breadth fourh- 
ward.{5 much the ſouth Pole ri{eth above the FEI and the 
nor th Pole goeth fo much under : which may eaftly be under- 
ſtood by the T1 1gure hereafter follo Wing, 
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In this figure the undermoſt rondcl that turneth about, fivni- 
fieth the Heavens, N thenorth pole, S the ſouth Pole, A the 
Equinoctiall, the uppermoſt edge of the half moveable rundle, 
frenifieth the Horizon, the one half of the Heavens is above it, 
and the other halfjuſt under it, the round bale in the middle (i- 
gnifeth the Earth, whereon you ſcealitle man,that may be tur- 
ncd upon the Earth ſouthward and northward. 


Now perfely to marke and perceive that which is before 
written, that is to knowe what hcigth is , & that it alwaics agre- 
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eth with the breadth, bring thelitle man upon the 
Earth-globe right under the Equinoctiall, that 1s to 
ſay, that it have no breadth, neither northward nor 
ſouthward, then you ſhal ſec that both the Poles lye 
juſt with the Horizon, & that neither of them both 
arcelevated above it, nor depreſſed under it : and 
with all you ſhall ſee that they that dwell under the 
Equinoctial have no heigth or elevation of the Pole, 
nor yet any breadth. But if you remove the man ſo 
much northward that he gocth tenne degrees upon 
the Earth, that is, that he commeth tenne degrees 
upon the north beadth, you ſhall ſee that the north- 
Pole thall be raiſed or elevated tenne degrees above 

; rheHorizoninthe north, and the ſouth Pole ſhall 
oe tenne degrees under the Horizon: and it you 
remove the man upon the Earth more northerly , as 
thirtie, fortie, or fiftie degrees, the north Pole will 
alſo be ſo much elevated, and the ſouth Pole to the 
contrarie ſo much depreſſed under the Horizon : fo 
that if you turne the man upon the Earth to ninetic 
degrees, then the north Pole alſo will be clevarcd 
ninetic degrees,thar is the Pole wil ſtand right above 
his head, and the Equinoctiall will joyne with the 
Horizon in one circle: that which thus 1s faid of the 
Elcvating of the north Pole, is alſo in the ſame man- 
ner to be underſtood of the ſouth Pole : for if like- 
wile you move the man upon the Earth in the figure 
toward the ſouth, the ſouth Pole will be elevated a- 
bove the Horizon, as much as the man in breadth 
gocth ſouthward , and the north Polc will gocto 
much under the Horizon. 


One thing is herein to be noted, that as much as the Pole ri- 
ſcth above the Horizon juſt ſo much the Equinoctiall gocth un- 
der it, and when the Pole goe.h under the EquinoCtiall riſcth a- 
gainec in equall proportion. 


But aboveall you muſt marke, that the number of the Poles 
elevation added to the heigth of the EquinoGiall alwayes make 
even go degrees; ſo that when the Pole is clevated thirtie degrees 
inthenorth, the Equinoctiall is elevated fixtic degrees in the 
ſouth: bur if the ſouth Pole be clevated above your Horizon 
tWCntic 
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no<iall and the Pole there arc alwaies ninetie degrees , (as 1s 
ſhewed in the ſecond Chapter) it tolloweth that chat which is 
beneath the Pole and the EquinoGtall, maketh alſo ninetie de- 
giecs : therefore when we knowe the heigth of the EquinoGti- 
all, and take it out ofninetie, that which reſteth over is alwaics 
the hooth of the Pole, This alſy may be ſcene in the figure 
aforeſaid. 


CHAP. XVII. 


How to finde the heioth of the Pole 
by the Sonne, 


is ſpecially to be marked, to wit, whether you are nor che 

ward or ſouthward from the Sonne, whether the Sonne 
ſtandeth northward or ſouthward from you is eaſily knowne, 
when you arc in ſuch a place upon the Earth as is farre trom the 
Line, or from the Sonne, but when the Sonne is neere almoſt 
abovc your head, then you can not well {ce it with your eye, 
therefore ſet a Ln before you, that you may ſee where 
narth and ſouth is,then take your Aſtrolabium,and fer it ſo that 
the one cdge thereof ſtand right {outh, and the other north, 
and thea you ſhall ſceata haires breadth, whether the Sonne 
bcing at the heigth, ſtandeth northward or ſouthward from the 
head-point or Zenith: if then you will ſceke the heigth of the 
Pole, when you arc on the north fide of the Sonne, that is 
when the Sonn is ſouthward from you, then take the juſt heigth 
firſt, and as much as the declination of the Sonne is northward, 
eake it out of your heigth & that which reſteth is the heigth of 
the Equinoctiall in the ſouth, which ſubtra&ed our of ninetic, 
(as in the former Chapter 1s declare d) then you have the hcigth 
of thc north Pole, 


EY O finde thc heigth of the Pole by the Sonne, one thing 
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twentie degrees , the Equinoctiall will be elevated in the north

know perfectly to diſpoſe al things that occurre in the art of Na- 
vigation. Ir is moſt neccfſarie and convenient tor him to knowe 
the Landes, and how they lye to Sca-ward, how f..rre, and upon 
what ſtrokes of the compalle, the Pointes, Havens, and Rivers, 
arc diſtant one from the other, and ſpecially he muſt be pertect 
in reckoning his Tydes, that he may knowe everie where what 
Moone maketh an high water in that place, that when he would 
enter into any Haven or place, where he can not get Inatalowe 
watcr, then he may ſtay till it be half food, or till it be high wa- 
ter, as tyme ſerveth, that he may ſayle in, and ſave both ſhip and 
goods.It is alſo verie neceſſarie for him to knowe how the Ebbes 
and Floods fall out, whether it be along by, or againſt the Land, 
thereby to know when the winde is ſtrong, whether he may lyec 
in the {treame; or goe againſt the ſtreame, thereby to know whe- 
ther it will bc any hinderance or furtherance unto him, whereon 
manic rymes there conſiſteth much. And alto when a man 1s in 
the winde, whether ir be in the North-ſca under England, Hol- 
Iand, Flanders, or in the Chanel of the ſea, under England, that 
he ſhould knowe how to ſet his tydes and courſe, that he might 
ſroppe his tices. All theſe things old experienced Pilots, ought 


willingly to ſhewe and learne young men that are deſirous and 


zealous to learne the art of Scafaring, and not to hide any ſuch 
thing from them, as ſome men doe without reaſon,who goe out 
of the waie with thcir Inſtruments,as Croſle-ſtaves,Aſtrolabium 
and Compaſles, and will not ſuffer the common ſaylers to ſee 
their work. This by ſomc is 4one upon pride and unwillinenes, 
becauſe they would k-epe the art & knowledge onely to them- 
ſelves, and by ſome becauſe they underſtand not their procee- 
dings wel,& therfore are in feare to be ſhamed, but let not young 
Seafarins men, and ſuch as are deſirous to knowe the art & cun- 
ning of Seataring, for that cauſe leave off their ſtudie therein, & 
to that end when you ſayle out of any river or haven, you muſt 
reckon cverie courſealong the reach from tonne to tonne, or fro 
beacon to beacon, which you muſt keepe well and perfectly and 
writc itinabooke, and ſome times drawe the fituation in man- 
ner of a Carde, and when you begin to leave the Land, then you 
muſt take 200d heede, of the Capes, Points, Towres, and other 
markes, and how the mouth of the Haven reacheth into the Sea, 
what deapth is at the enterance of the Haven, and how dcepe it 
is both within and withour, caſt out your lead often tymes, and 
let it not reſt when you are inthe Haven nor in the Streame, 
whereby in ſayling our and into the river, you ſhall knowe what 
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countries are flattes, or ſhoring that you may beware of them, & 
when you are a comming without the Land, then you muſt car- 
neſtly marke what hilles or downes lie there aboutes, what chur- 
ches, towers; caſtels,or other markes ſtand upon them, and thoſe 
you muſt note and counterfeit with a pene upon ſeverall ſtrokes 
of the compaſle, as ny change their forme of ſtanding by ſay- 
ling along by them, oftentymes uſing the lead, all which being 
pertectly noted, it will be a great help unto you to know the 
{aid Landes, when you come thithcr again. 

Likewiſe when you paſſe by any ſtrange Countrie, and fayle 
along ſo near by it that you may plainly ſee it,then take the coſi- 
terfeit or forme thereof with a penne, to knowe in what manner 
they ſhewe themſelves up6 ſuch ſtrokes of the compaſle, & there 
letthe lead fall, to ſee what depth and ground is there, which for 
your memorie you muſt alſo note, for that which you marke in 
that manner will ſtaye longer by you, then that which you have 
but ſimplic ſeen, and heard of of an other. ' But-when you come 
againſt any Pointes or Havens, where you meane to lade or un- 
lade, there / bor mult take good heede unto your courſe,8& marke 
how you ſayle by that Land or Haven, and when you fee any 
markes or towres, you muſt note them with a penne, and bring 
the markes and pointes both well rogether, thereby to goe right 
into the river, & to guide you by the cad til you be in, & when 


youare within and at an anker, then viſite all the pointes of the 


Haven, and note them downe with a penne cardewiſe,how they 
reach outward and inward, that when you come thither againe, 
you might enter into the ſame place againe, and knowe the ſitu- 
ation thereof, but when you are in the open Sea, and the winde: 
againſt you ſo that you lye by the winde, both on the one ſide 
and the other, then you muſt marke how long you muſt lye on 
the one bought or on the other, and when you muſt turne. Be- 
ſides this you muſt ſpecially note how much the ſhip goeth for-

CHAP AXI1 


Of the TPater-tydes and how a man ſhall reckon them 
perfettly by the Moone. 


Vee have hereunto added certaine tables of the Water- 

\ / tydes, as they are commonly uſcd by Pilots, wherein is 
ſhewed upon what pointcs or ſtrokes of the Compaſle 

the Moone muſt be, before it maketh a high water in any of the 
places ſet down in the tables,but you muſt underſtand,that you 
muſt not take or reckon ſuch ſtrokes or pointes according to our 
common Compaſle lying flat, or driving watcr-compaſſe, but 
one]y the north & ſouth pointes, for they muſt be eſteemed not 
after the Horizon or Kimmen, bur according to the flatte or ſu- 
perficiall part of the Xquinoctiall. Therefore if you will take 
the Sonne or Moone by or with the common Compalle, then 


you mult lift up the ſide of the Compaſle ſo much, that the cor- 
ner thercof may ſtand right againſt the Zquinoctiall, & that rhe 
pinne in the middle ſhoweth right to the Pole, and ſo you may 
take the Sonne or Moone thercattcr, which will be a great dit- 
ference from a Compaſſe that lyeth flattc : for at the height of 
fittie degrees, or there aboutes, and the Sonne being in Cancer, 
in his higheſt ſ1gne , that is in the higheſt deelinarion, it will be 
halfan houre before cight of the clocke before it commerh into 
the Eaſt, and half an hourc before five before 1t come into the 
Weſt. If you take it by a flatte Compaſſe,that is he goeth from 
Eaſt ro Weſt in nine houres,and againe from Weſt to Eaſtin 15 
houres. At thc height of thirtie degrees,he commeth fiſt a litle 
before half an haure paſt ninc into the Eaſt, & a litle before half 
an houre paſt two into the Weſt,fo that in lefle then hve houres 
and an half he gocth from Eaſt to Weil, & tull etghreenc houres 
and an half betre he commeth againe from Welt to Eaſt : and 
fecing that rhe Moone ſome times makes his declination five de- 
orecs more northerly then the Sonne, ſo it may chance that the 
Moone may goe an houre & more faſter from the Eaſt into the 
Weſt then the Sonne, ſo that he that will alwaiſe take the 5onne 
or Moone by our comon Compaſle,ſhall often rymes much dec- 
ceive him ſelf if he thould reckon his tides thereafter, whether it 
were requiſite to ſtoppe any tides, or to enter into any havens: 
to prevent that, I have in the tables enſeuing noted upon what 
houre and minute the Moone cometh upon ſuch pointes, where- 
by the floodes are ruled, wherein onely it 1s neceſfarie ro knowe 
the age of the Moone, that is how many tydcs are paſt from the 
tyme of rhe new or ful Moone, for the firſt part of the table thews- 
eth theage of the Moone everie day, thar is how many dayes are 
paſt ſince the new ortull Moone. The ſecond part of thetable 
ſheweth the houre and minutes when the Moone upon the ſame 
dayes commeth to the ſame ſtroke, as you may {ce on the toppe 
thereof, and right againſtit ftandeth the places where the Moone 
then maketh a high Water. As for example the Moone being 8 
dayes old, I would know when it will be ſouthweſt or northeaſt, 
then looke for the point of ſouthvreſt, and inthe firſt columne 
of cyfers ſtanding under it, I tell eight downwards,orlooke into 
the place where 8 ſtandeth, and againſt ir in the ſecond columne

The 
want that we finde in them, confifteth herein, & is thus found:

Betweene Orfordnes in the chanel the ſtreame fallerth ſouth- 
ſoutheaſt.

From Dover to the Foreland the flood runneth within Good- 
win lands, through over the Quernes north,and the ebbe ſouth.

The floods out of the north and from the fouth meete each 
other about the Galper, and ſo fall with great raveling over the 
ſands towards Flanders.
